Imports of raw materials increased by 
77,000,000 and those of partly manufac- 
tured goods, increased by $55,000,000, while 
exports ofjthe products of mills and mines 
jumped $167,000,000. 

Cotton, silk, fibres, tobacco, hides, lum- 
her, copper, pig iron, and chemicals used in 
manufacturing all show increases in the 
quantity imported up to June 30, 1913, as 
compared to last year. In the other prin- 
cipal manufacturing materials such as wool, 
rubber, tin, and iron ore, the figures differ 
but little for 1913 as compared to 1%le. 
Imports for’ the fiseal year aggregated 


$1,812,978,234 as compared with $1,653,264,- | 


934 for 1912. Exports amounted to $2,465,- 
884,149 as against $2,204,322,400 for the pre- 
vious fiscal year. 

These figures show a general! activity in 
business. Whether they would have been 
any greater but for the pending tariff 
changes is purely a speculative question. 

The disturbance to business generally 
charged to the Wilson-Gorman tariff bill 
preceded the enactment of that measure. 

Conditions are fundamentally sound and 
there is no cause for alarm. With a satis- 
factory currenéy measure the country will 
weather any storm the tariff may produce.

Editor Constitution: I notice in the news- 
papers a recent Associated Press dispatch 
giving an account of the denunciation by 
Judge Mansfield, of Pittsburg, of the work 
of an organization known as the “Indus- 
trial Workers of the World.” 

“You are a fine looking lot,” 
judge in sentencing the prisoners, 
educating American workmen.” 

Among those sentenced for inciting riot 
were Solomon Ehrlich, Victor Brolman, F. 
Kocha, Louis Mikolusky, Michael Durosa, 
Cecilia Lipschultz and Mathilda Rabinovitz. 

On several occasions I have noted edito- 
rials dealing with the lawlessness of the 
members of this particular organization, and 
in every instance I have noted, in particu- 
lar, that the participants in these disturb- 
ances were composed of foreigners altogeth- 
er. Now, this organization and others and 
the class of foreigners of which compose the 
membership of these different organizations 
is a matter that deserves some sérious con- 
sideration by the United States government. 
There seems to be an influx of.the most 
undesirable class of people from Europe, 
especially from Russia and Poland, who 
were born and reared in an atmosphere of 
anarchy and socialism and are allowed tv 
enter this country to taint the minds and 
stir up strife in the ranks of our working- 
men—the very presence of this class of peo- 
ple is a danger signal that the immigration 
laws of the United States should be en- 
forced more rigidly or other laws enacteé 
by which we can eliminate the entrance of 
this undesirable element 

Now, in writing this, I do not ask that 
vou give any space in your paper for it, but 
write it because I am an American-born citi- 
zen, and a registered voter, and feel that itis 
a subject that nfust and will be dealt with 
the United ,States government at some 
near future date, and one, with its attend- 
ing dangers, the people of this country 
should be cognizant of, and I sincerely trust 
that the press will take this subject up and 
give it the publicity that the seriousness of 
the situation deserves, which will result with 
the enactment of rigid immigration laws 
eliminating this impending danger.

The World’s Mysteries 


HOW DID THE VENUS 


The Venus de Milo is the most famous 
statue in the world. The beautiful marvel 
today is one of the most interesting of the 
exhibits in the Louvre, Paris, and reproduc- 
tions, from miniature to almost life size, are 
to be found in thousands of homes in all 
parts of the world. Every one can instantly 
recognize a picture or copy of this Venus 
at once because of its lack of arms. But 
what became of these arms? A great many 
persons are of the impression that the Venus 
de Milo was born without arms; that it 
was either a freak of the sculptor, or that 
he had left his work unfinished. 

But Venus de Milo had arms, and most 
beautiful they are said to have been, though 
no fragment of them remains. The right 
arm was gracefully posed and was attached 
to her draperies about the waist, and the 
left arm was raised with the shoulder, bent 
at the elbow and holding in the hand an 
apple. The statue is so beautiful in Itself 
that the absence of the arms in no way 
affects its classic outlines. Few statues 
would look well so demolished, but every 
line has been so carefully and artistically 
executed that it is in itself a thing of beauty. 

Who was the sculptor? No one will ever 
know. It is of the period or grand epoch 
of Greek art. It was buried for 2,000 years, 
but age was kind to this Venus, and in no 
way marred it. It was modern man who 
was the vandal. How was Venus discov- 
ered? 

Nearly 190 vears ago Yorgos Bottonia, a 
peasant of the Isle of Melos in the Mediter- 
ranean, with his son and nephew, was work- 
ing in a field on the flank of a mountain. 
He was quarrying some stone and acciden- 
tally came upon a kind of vault. FExecavat- 
ing further he was surprised to find therein 
a figure of a woman larger than nature-— 
a goddess, white and radiant, beautiful with 
the beauty of the immortals of the old sones 
of their fathers. 

Who had hid her and sealed her up? A 
mystery. For more than 2,000 vears that 
marvelous form, born for the light and the 
admiring glances of men, had been a cap- 
tive of the dark, standing motionless in an 
attitude of useless pride. The statue was 
in perfect condition, arms and all. 

Fifty vears after, when the statue had 
been for some time in the Louvre and had 
caused a great amount of controversy as to 
the absence of the arms, the then president 
of the French republic, M. Thiers, ordered 
the French ambassador to Greece, M. Jules 
Ferry, to proceed to Melos to pick up any 
possible history or tradition regarding the 


statue. Ferry found the son and nephew

Both French and Turkish sail- 
ors were landed, and a ficht ensued for the 
possession of the treasure, with the French 
coming off victorious, and the 
Turks taking to their boats.

dence to the Spanish inquisition. The 
case came from the city court of 
Americus on a conviction of C. E. Un- 
derwood for a violation of the pro- 
hibition law. 

“Courts should liberally construe the 
constitutional provision against com- 
pelling the accused tv be a witness 
against himself, and refuse permit 
any first or doubtful steps which may 
invade his rights in this respect, says 
the decision. 

“Where a person was arrested on 
suspicion of keeping on hand intoxti- 
cating liquors in his place of business, 


to 


rant, and the officers, while holding 
him in ftilegal custody, violently seized 
his person and, against his utmost re- 
sistance, took from hiS pocket the Keys 
to his iron safe, and with the Keys un- 
locked the safe, and found therein in- 
toxicating liquors, testimony, on his 
trial for the offense of Keeping in- 
toxicating liquors on hand at his place 
of business, as to the finding of the 
liquors in his safe shculd have been 
excluded, because the evidence was 
wrongfully obtained by the officers, in 
criminal violation of the law, by an 
unlawful search and seizure, follow- 
ing an unlawful arrest, and the accused 
was thus compelled to give evidence 
tending to criminate himself, in viola- 
tion of the constitutional restriction 
on that subject.” 

Chief Judge Hill in the course of the 
opinion says: 

“In endeavoring to find evide 
ficient to establish the crime which 
they suspected he was guilty of, these 
officers of the law committed much 
graver offenses than the one of which 
they suspected the accused. Hie was 
suspected of keeping intoxicating 
liquors on hand at his place of bust- 
ness, an offense malum _ prohibitum. 
They illegally deprived him cf his lib- 
erty, they searched his premises il- 
legally, they made an assault and bat- 
tery upon his person, and, in so doing, 
they violently pulled down the consti- 
tutional bulwarks which protected him 
as a citizen, both as to his person and 
as to his property. 

“Any compulsory discovery of self. 
incriminating evidence is abhorrent to 
a proper sense of justice and is intol- 
erable to American manhood. What 
is commonly known as the methods 
of the ‘third degree’ so frequently 
used by zealous officials or interested 
detectives may be an appropriate part 
of that jurisprudence which holds that 
every man is guilty when accused of 
crime until he proves his innocence, 
but it has no place in the jurispru- 
dence of a land where the cardinal 
principle of humanity and justice is 
that every man is presumed to be in- 
nocent until his guilt is shown by le- 
gal evidence beyond a reasonable 
doubt.
